Insect-Eating Bird* and Tlirfir Value lo 
the Agriculturist-A Mass of Testl. 
mony in Their Favor^Thu Honor 
Itoll Call of the ltlrds. 

Probably few farmers hitvo any idea 
of the iiKAKtanoe which they receive 
from friends who ask no reward, ex¬ 
cept now ami then a litAle fruit, nr a 
few seeds of grain. A recent number 
ot The National Stockmam gives a urns* 
of testimony as to the noble work done 
by tin* birds in the destruction of grass-, 
hoppers and other insects. The experi¬ 
ments were made by IYof. Aughe.v, of 
the University of Nebraska. Tubulated 
results show conclusively that birds of 
all kinds were doing tboir bos* to re- 
-■luce the number of locusts. Q’ho birds 
of the ^ thrush family were examined 
first. The stomachs of six robins con¬ 
tained the remain* of 265 locnosts; three 
wood thrushes had 08 locusts; one her¬ 
mit thrush cot Knitted IB locusts; two 
olive backed thrushes had gathered iu 
• r »5 Wests; two Wilson’s thrushes ah- 
sorlieil 73 of the pe/Hs. while five cat 
birds had “ojUI'kI” 152 of the insects. 
Three blue birds rietded (177 of the 
“hoppers.” and one little ruby crowned 
kinglet showed im 20 as the result of 
its industry. But four tufted titmice 
eotifnined no less than 250 S4»>rim+ns, 
and nine lone-mi led chickadee* had 
secured by hard work 481 of these

enemies of agriculture. Four slender- 
billed nuthatches hud the remain.* of 
M3 locusts. But tho littl® warblers also 
insisted in “Uiking a hand” in the gen¬ 
eral massacre, for seven golden war¬ 
blers turned in 77 locusts and 170 other 
insects. Five block-throated green 
warblers had secured 11« of the hsp- 
fH*rs and 104 other insects. Four black 
poll warblt*rs gath(‘red 123 locusts and 
47 other insects. Eight wairie warbk*r* 
showed the remains of 110 .locusts and 
ti still larger number of other insects. 
Seven barn swallow* called in 130 lo¬ 
cust*: eight care swallows exhibited 
320 of the pests; five bank swallows 
contained 104. and ten purple martins 
had sacrificed 265 of these insects. 
Many of these birds were seen to feed 
the inmates of their nests with young 
locust*. 

But the roll call does not stop here, 
even if our space should; aud we would 
gladly give the complete record—for th-? 
roll of honor includes the yeHow4ie*dei 
blackbird, the rireas. ahrihps, the bobo¬ 
links, Baltimore orioles. Brewer's black¬ 
birds. purple grackle aud others whidi 
ate locusts almost without Ihnit Not 
onlv these birds did their full duty, but 
even the ravens, the crerms. the mag¬ 
pies and the blue jays followed up the 
good work und conennaed vast numbers 
of the pests. The flycatchers and pe- 
wws wore not far Ixhind. while 848 
“hoppers” were taken from the stom¬ 
achs of seven night hawks. The hum¬ 
ming birds are generally regarded as 
simply ornamental, but Prof. Aughey 
stutos that hi* cat caught a specimen of 
the ruby-throated humming bird, whose 
stomach contained the bodies of four 
locusts. Ten specimens of the yellow- 
bilk'd cuckoos yielded 410 locust* and 
152 other insect*. Bat the woodpeck¬ 
er* were evidently bent an business, ami 
did not roofin'* themselves to a single 
article of diet, for 29 woodpeckers con¬ 
tained 853 locust* and 725 insects of 
various sorts. Kvon the bird* of prey 
seemed to have joined in the good work, 
for 18 owl* examined displayed the re¬ 
mains of almost 600 locust* and other 
insects. Not to be outdone by the owls, 
the two hawks which were tnfcen gave 
up 378 locusts. * In the mum Une fol¬ 
lowed the wiki turkeys, grease, ukk 


! hens and quail. Emulating the above 
- good examples, a large variety of shore 
' birds did almost equally good work, con- 
; sidering that their natural food is large¬ 
ly found in the water, 
j in view of the above, can nay farmer 
have a shadow of doubt a* to the 
| inestimable valne of the bird* as aid* 
in protecting his cm»m. If a few bird* 
furnish'd such results for a single day’s 
; work, what would be the result were a 
calculation to la* made of the work of 
nil the birds for an entire season7 All 
sorts of birds were examined, from the 
pelican, with its mammoth form,ito the 
grin-like humming bird, and nil proved 
to he the friends of the farmer in pro¬ 
tecting his crops from the ruthless in¬ 
vader. IIow foolish is hr who allows 
these his allies to be hunted ns if they 
were robbers and enemies, und especially 
where hr allows them to he slaughtered 
for n<* good purpose. Would space per- 
, itiit we could refer to hundreds of case*, 
in many of which the evidence is even 
stronger than nnv given above, and all 
of such unquestioned truthfulness air to 
leave no doubt ns to the facts in the 
unit ter. A word to the wise is snf 
ficieut- 

Can Wo Kconomlie In Fording f 

It is being demonstrated over and over 
that by the economical feeding of a 
cow is not attained the ’’egpnoiiiiiaU”— 
withholding—-proems, but full feeding of 
the lx*j*t to promote the large* milk 
yield, the economy being found along 
the line of cheuper production of the 
food, uud in combinations which afford 
nature a better tsmrcv of ■■frieot*. To 
this end the world ha.*> lieen searched 
to £ct cheap protein* and supply the 
cow with the 2 1-2 pounds daily which 
she must have to carry out in full the 
demands made upon her system in the 
time of milk giving. Do not he*ltn<e to 
purchase the proteins. The carbo-hy¬ 
drates. 4-5 of the ration, can be cheaply 
grown on the farm in the form of corn 
and it* fodder, hay and Hfce crops; and 
the proteins can be mipptird to tome 
extent In clover, but so long as V) per 
cent.—approximately—of the proteiic in 
bran, oilmen 1 and like foods, is retufnod 
to the fertility supply, there is no ;v:>- 
soii why these cannot Ik? purchased and 
prove to Ik* one of the inj.it economic 
part* of the ration. 

Another feature of the matter i* that 
crop* like corn, imtatoc* and oats—all 
Htarch crops—can he rnb.-l a,id exchang¬ 
ed often direct for proteins like bran oi 
oilmen!. For the isist three or four 
veil re at the writer's station, a ion of 
oat* and their grinding woulij proeprt 
1 1-2 tons of lK**t fine brnn, w*li cjt}. was 
a big hoot fm the farmer, being lu tvexy 
wav a* good or better for milk than the 
oats, and «nnde the half over, a clear 
gain. The 2fK> bushel* per acre as 20 
cent* even would purchase over 4 tonn 
of bran, and this would become a cheap¬ 
er source of nitrogen, or rather protein, 
than could possibly be secured on the 
farm acre. Taking It nil In *11. when 
it conics to be demonstrated exactly. I 
hazard the opinion that if the resulting, 
manure U carefully bandied and.applied 
to the land with a* little loss a* may 
be. the proteins needed for the covs* 
can be purchased cheaper than they can 
be grown in the clover. On the other 
hand, clover is never to he overlooked 
as one of the great crop* in the econ¬ 
omics of farming. It* weak point is 
it* uncertainty on the average farm, 
hut Innn and oil meal well fed, and 
cared for a* a feed residue, will soon put 
the farm into a condition where the 
Hover will mow with a reasonable as¬ 
surance of success, and. fed with the 
purchased proteins, it will soon solve the 
question of economy hj feeding the cows. 
—John Gould, in Country Gentleman.

Make it a rule to remove all boxes 
containing comb us soon as completed.

OP DIVINITARY RITES* 


Even Indian* Bad Their Layouts Before 
the Discovery of America-And Poker, 
With Very Slight Difference*, Wa» 
Played la Pari*. 

Mr; Stewart Ouiiu, director of the 
Museum 0 € Archaeology and Paleonto¬ 
logy of the Unhreraity. of Penneylvania, 
whose advance ankle* on the work he 
is compiling ou the game* of the world 
hoc attracted ttu much uttenuon, hue 
been spending a few day* at the Na¬ 
tional Museum in pursuit of hie studio*. 
For the paet eight year* Director Cul/n 
ho* been collecting data and specimen* 
of the game* which are played by all 
the nation* of the world, and ban nhjo 
made a* complete collection a* possible 
of specimen* extant of the game* p*aycd 
by the moot ancient people. 

“Game* generally, said Mr. Gulin, 
“are remarkable for their similarity, 
which extend* practically to Identity, in 
al! part* of the earth, hi all time* -ind 
among people of the highest and the 
lowest culture. Any inference* in refer¬ 
ence to the contact of race* and migra¬ 
tion* must be made with extreme cau¬ 
tion. a* we find pretty much the eume 
gurae* everywhere. The games of amuse¬ 
ment played at the present day by 
civiliwxi people are clearly survivals of 
dlviuitary rite*, this fact being shown 
by the position which all game* occupy 
among the people whom we oaJJ sav¬ 
age*. The more complicated game* 
such a* playing card*, appear to hare 
direct relations with the diwinitary 
calendar. And the counting boards or 
cables, upon which piece* of wood ore 
moved, a* in imekgummon or chess, 
have similar relations. 

“Hie collection shown at Atlanta, 
while occupying a great deal of space 
and apparently diversified in character, 
merely represented an attempt to il¬ 
lustrate the development of two types 
0 / game* which are ref>rea*uted to-day 
bv nlariwr cards #umi chess. In the 
course of these in-restiganons it h» 
shown that in a *en*e playing card* in 
one form or another are practically 
universal. and were known to many of 
the tribe* of this continent antedating 
tlie discovery. 'Hickr most highly artis¬ 
tic form occur* in the gambling sticks 
of the I in Hsu* 0 it our Northwest coast. 
These garni ding stick*, it 1* demonstrat¬ 
ed. were derind from arrow shaftment* 
marked with the emblem* of place and 
personality. 

“The card* of northeast Asia, such 
n* are used in Korea, reveal precisely 
tlie wuue origin a* those arrow shaft- 
mvnt*. Chinese card* connect with 
them, n nd our own card* may l»e re* 
gnrded ns tho h^gitimatc tasiu** of the 
Hiinie sorb's.” 

Incidentally in tin* collection a ntim 
Int of highly artistic pack* of playing 
card* an* exhibited, intendtd to 11- 
Instrate the ancient and existing cords 
of the principal nations. A Persian sot 
among tho Oriental cards is of strikingly 
artistic bounty. The card paves are 
painted with delicate miniature*, ex¬ 
ec titl'd upon a ground of-gold foil. Curi¬ 
ous enough .the game played with them 
i* our fnniiliar game of poker. 

Gen. A- Iloutum-'Schiudlcr of Teheran, 
in reply to a letter of iv«#niry. hus fur¬ 
nished tin* following account of the Per¬ 
son game: The game i* culled “A*,” rind 
i: exactly like poker, but without any 
Hushes or sequence*. There arc four 
players nnd each player get* five cards, 
dealt to the right. The dealer put* down 
a stake. The first player then looks ut 
his card*: if he “goes” he says ‘Mi 
dam” (I have* seen), nnd cover* the 
stake or raim* it. If he does not wish 
to play he says “Nadi dam” (I have 
not scent. nnd throws down hi* cards. 

lie mav also “go” without looking at 
Jus cards, that i«, in poker parlance, 
"straddle.” and he says “undid di <biin” 
(not seeing. I have seen). The second 
nlaver. if he wishes to piny, must cover 
the stakes nnd can also raise. Tho 
third player nnd the denier then act in 
tin- same wav. iu*t as in poker, and 
when the stakes of all players are equal 
and no one raises any more, tin.'- curds 
are turned up and the player holding the 
best hand win* the stakes. The hand# 
in the order of thrir value are turce of 
a kind and a pair, a “full.” three, ace. 
king, etc.: two jxiir, oees highest; one 
pair, nccs highest. When two plaj-ers 
have the mime pair of oajr. 1 . toe utner 
cards decide. For instance, n i*i»r of 
kings, ace. soldier and *omc earn of 
little value. Blutfing is a feature ot the 
game*, nnd is cnUcd zadarn, literally, 
“Fir.* off a gun.’? 

Kackgamim - is one of th.» few c]asd- 
cal came* t. which the present day at¬ 
tains. Ir is extremely inieiotfiiig crom 
the fact that it is identical with the* Ha¬ 
inan gaining, dice being cast from a 
dice box into a little lower, the Turic 
cula of the chuwicttl writer*. In tjio 
museum a backgammon l>onrl Is shewn 
from the Malay IViiiwdi. which is 
used in a game identical with our own.

tom* Cooking Lo#*on* to Bo Loors 
From Thsm-Uow to Froparo Their 
Datntlo* — Delictoa* Thing* For an 
Extra Evening Meal, 

Gorman cooking h«* eome marked 
characteristic*. It Is not quite like the 
cooking of any other nationality. To 
many pcr»ouH not born Germans, must 
of it i# uu acquired taste, but tome of 
it i* found deficiou* by everyone, even 
without previous acquaintance. 

To enjoy all the German dishes, how 
ever, one 111 q*t observe the German cus¬ 
tom a* to tne hours for the different 
meul*. This custom i* much too leisurely 
for our country. There i* no leisure 
here, and this is one of the thing* about 
which foreigner* complain when they 
visit here. Tho English und German* 
find time for two more meol* than are 
usual in thi* country. 

German*, in coming to America, pre¬ 
serve a* far us possible the custom* of 
tlie Fatherland. It I* not possible, how¬ 
ever. to eat five meals a day when the 
head of the house must travel two or 
three mile* each morning to business, 
instead of being at or very near home, 
a* he generally is in Gonnany. There 
he will have coffee and rolls for the real 
breakfast; a more elaborate meal at 1) 
or 10; dinner at 1 or 2; “Vesperbrod” at 
ft, nnd n cold supper nt 7. The Vesper¬ 
brod is the one extra meHl which ob¬ 
tains in America, says Thr New York 
Times. That is a possibility, und with 
the German coffee cake, apple cake, nnd 
“Krnnr.kuchen” and coffee, is n very 
agreeable exchange for afternoon ten 
for anyone who inny ne invited to flinre 
it. and has not hud the experience be¬ 
fore. 

Yosperbrod is not served a# if after¬ 
noon ten. It is an informal meal, but 
tho family and such friend* ns may be 
present gather in the parlor or sitting 
room, where a table Is drawn up to thr 
sofa. It is served in this country as 
nearly as possible in ihe German manner. 
The table is regularly set, and the coffee 
should 1 m* made in the German 00111*0 
machine. This is used with an *-lcohol 
lamp. The ground coffee Is put Into a 
round strainer, which is cover'd with an¬ 
other strainer, both being oil toil of a 
small cylinder, nnd may Ik* seen through 
the glass sides of the machine as *lt 
hubbies up nnd fills gradually the outer 
part of the machine with a clear, deep, 
richly-colored liquid ready to pour into 
the cups. 

The coffee cake, the homemade at tide, 
made in smalt quantities, is the most 
satisfactory. This is the way it is made 
in the house of a German faniily, and 
it is delicious if made with judgment. 
The maker in this family is one of those 
ox|M'rionced cook* whose recipes may lie 
difficult to follow, for her judgment has 
become so exact through long exiR*ri- 
erne that she relies upon it rather than 
use the measuring cups and scales. 

Gt-rumn Coffee Cakes. 

To make gisnl coffee cakes in the Ger¬ 
man style, take two pounds of Hour, a 
pint nnd a half of milk, three eggs, * 
quarter of a pound of butter. Sot a 
s I Hinge with one pint of milk warmed, 
(lour to make a stiff hatter, nnd 011 c cake 
of compressed yeast. When it has risen 
sufficiently ndd tho other ingredients, the 
butter being worked into the Hour, then 
knead well. Tho cake should l>e rolled, 
or bettor, pressed out with the finger* 
very thin for linking. When in the pan, 
brush over with melted butter, and on 
top place chopped almonds, cinnamon, 
nnd sugar. Bake in a moderate oven. 
The cake may Ik* swot toned to taste. The 
greater part of the Iwectuctw should be 
on the top. 

Apple cake and Krnnzkuckcn are made 
in tin* same way. For the apple cake, 
npules are cut according to size into 
halves or eighths, and laid over the 
dough, pulled out very thin, nnd brushed 
over with melted butter. There should 
he sugar and cinnamon on the apples, 
nnd also a few currants. Winn tht

Wanted-An Idea 



In- sugar and cinnumou on the apples, 
mid also a few currants. When tin 
apple cake is taken from the oven it 
is sprinkled with water with a brush to 
make it moist.. This sprinkling must 
not be omitted or the quality of the cake 
will suffer. It is done 'Wojrding to 
judgment.” 

The ring. Kranzkurhen, nnd pretzel, 
also, if made in 11 double ring, like the 
pretzel so familiar as an accompaniment 
to beer, are all made of the coffco-cako 
dough. The dough is, as before, brushed 
over with melted butter, and upon the 
thin cake sugar, cinnamon, chopped al¬ 
monds. currants and raisins aro laid. 
The whole is rolled as a jelly cake, nml 
then formed into a ring. Ivyauz, or double 
ring, pretzel, as desired, and also baked 
in a moderate oven. When this is done 
the thin frosting of*the white of an 
egg and sugar is s[g?end over it, and the 
result is a very delicious puke, which is 
eaten with an excellent cup of coffee. 
l*ot ito Pudding and Win® Snuce, 

For a potato pudding for a family of 
six persons, take six large potatoes and 
boil them in the skins, but not too soft, 
IVel and let stand until the following 
day. Grate them, taking for the soup 
only the finer part that falls behind Un- 
grater. Take also six tablespoonfuis of 
cracker Hour, the juice of two lemons, 
with the rind of one, six eggs and six 
tablespoon fills of sugar. Tho yolks of 
the eggs should bo well beaten and stir- 
red into the other iugredients, and the 
whites of the eggs, beaten to a stiff 
broth, added last, in-lug stirred In light¬ 
ly. Put into n pudding, mold nud boil 
f«»r two hours. It should then be taken 
from the water, the cover of the pap re¬ 
moved, and set in the oven for Ten or 
fifteen minutes. Serve with fruit or 
wine sauce. 

To make win© sauce, take one cup 
milk, small cup sugar, yolks of two eggs, 
(•onk as soft custard ami add before 
serving n wineglass of wine. 

Rote grutze is u pretty dish, which in 
a great favorite in Northern Germany 
slid Is eaten at any mid all times during 
the day and rill through the warm won,* 
tlu-r. It Is simply made. Roil eqiml 
quantities of ml raspberries and led cur- 
rants sufficiently to extract the juice. 
Add to the strained juice 1111 equal quan¬ 
tity of sugar. Stiffen with corn starch, 
two tnhlesisMiiifids being sufficient for a 
Pint. Mold nml ent odd with cveani. 
It is very delicate nnd delicious. 

Some Fatherland Hone*. 

German soups are delicious, and mnr.v 
of them nre eaten cold during wtmu 
weather. Potato soup is a favorite* it 
is 111 adt- with stock, pud uot with milk, 
as the soup generally served as potato 
soup is. A number of vegetables are 
used. ^ hero are few that, would bo 
amiss. 'I ake u little cabbage, a medium- 
sized carrot, a small turnip, a medium- 
sized leek, a sumII stalk of celerv, one 
large onion, ami some parsley root; chop 
nil together pm! nut on to cook in a 
spoonful1 of good drippings until tender. 

un add the atock, or water will do. 
1 lucken with a large spoonful of Hour 
and cut Into the soup anout eight medi¬ 
um-sized potatoes tbnt have b< peeled 
( 00 k all together until the vegetables are 
railing to Pieces. Strain thy- soup, which 
should have been seasoned with salt 
nml pepper, through n oMuuder. and be¬ 
fore serving add a tnbboqioonfuj of sour 
cream. 

Bread soup is also a great favorite.’ It 
is a sweet soup. Take stale crusts of 
rye broad nml put them on to boil in 
water. When soft, strain and put the 
I’-quid back over the fire with a piece of 
lint ter, a sum II quantity of dried cur* 
rants, a small half cup of sugar, ,^r 

sweeten to taste—and It should be quite 
sweet—nnd add a little salt. A. little 
vinegar ran bo added if desired. Judg¬ 
ment has to be used In the amount of 
xvntor and bread. The amountr of sugar 
given is that which would bo used in a 
soup for six persons. The soup should 
be of some substance, though by no 
means of the thickness of porridge. It 
is eaten cold in summer. 

In making farina soup no butter is 
used, but to the salted water should 
be added sufficient farina to make it al¬ 
most of the consistency of cream. Beat 
the white. of two eggs to a stiff froth 
JL c ,u * ar add to the soup, 
add the beaten yolks j\pt before serv¬ 
ing if served hot. To (io this, add tg_ 
them a little cold water, then from the 
soup kettle add gradually a little of the 
hot soup until the dish in which the eggs 
have been beaten is filled. There wnl 
be then no danger in adding the mixture 
to the soup in the kettle. 

Einluf is an unfamiliar variety of soup. 

Make a batter like pancake batter, 
with two eggs, two heaping teaspoonfuls 
of flour and water, or milk. Have suffi¬ 
cient water to make a soup for six per¬ 
sons, and when it boils let the batter 
run into It smoothly. It is well to re* 
serve the yolk of one egg to add to the 
•TORS * Httle sugar and a piece 
of butter. The soup can b4 eaten cold.

unde-r the "scalp act” in Pennsylvania. 
The skins of dogs and other elome'stic 
animals are* frequently turned in for 
those of wolves and e-oyotes. In the' case 
of small animals tin- heads are some¬ 
times ae-ccptc'cl in one county ami the 
tails in another county, so that tjie prem¬ 
iums are* collected twice. One county 
in North Dakota, waging war on ground 
squirrels, first require'd the* head then 
the* tail, and a year or two later all four 
fee-t. 

One- iutc-resting •ffe-e-t of the bounty 
system is to encourage the breeding of 
tin- animals outlawed. It is said that in 
India many natives arc regularly en¬ 
gage-el iu the business of propagating 
snakes for the sake of the premiums 
otTe-red by the- government for venomous 
serpents. There- is no doubt that the 
same tiling li Ah Ihh-u *lone» iu this country 
with various animais for which Isuinties 
we re- granted. For example, the* e-ggs 
of hnwks and owls have* l>oeii tnk«*n 
from the* nests am] hatched under liens.

’Plie ten roses nml kindred strains 
bloom most freely and perfectly, if pro- 
Tidod with sufficient m»»istiire during 
the heats of July and August, while 
tin' other varieties are resting. Water¬ 
ing. when done at all. should be copi¬ 
ous. and evatsinition, cheeked by stir¬ 
ring the soil of the ln-d to the depth 
of a couple of Inches, making what is 
called a “dust blanket.” To follow 
these methods will require but itt!-- 
time or toil in rose beds of ordinary 
size nml will be followed by satisfac¬ 
tory growth and bloom. 

I* low lug fTn«l*»r a Green Crop, 

Tin' benefit derived by plowing under 
n green crop is not yet fully determin¬ 
ed. Yet when manure is not readily 
obtainable it is one o"f the most con¬ 
venient and economical ways of build¬ 
ing tip the fertility. Even when man- 
lire is plenty it can often In* done to 
good advantage for this reason: Soil 
that is erop|N*d year after year soon 
becomes hard nml denJr mid lumpy. It 
backs so hard and so tightly around 
growing plants that cultivation be¬ 
comes difficult. Vegetable mould 
humus is the great need of most soils 
that are cropped continuously. Barn¬ 
yard manure or commercial fertilizers do 
rot furnish this in sufficient quantifies 
for s(*curiug the best results, nor dotliey 
restore to the soil as much ns each sue- 
cnMling crop requires. 

If is largely on this account that it is 
fihvays advisable to plow under not 
only a green growth whenever a favor¬ 
able opportunity occurs, but also to 
plow under weeds, stalks or grass.rather 
than to burn th«*ni. 'Hicre -c „f comve, 
very little ntanurial value in dry woods, 
stalks or grass, but the nmehanienl ef¬ 
fect is always beneficial. 

One of the objects in plowing under 
n gieen growth, esporii^y of clove- is 
that nitrogen Is thereby’ added to the 
soil. Nitrogen is one of the three i-s- 
sentinl elements of plant growth. 

Growing plants contain the largest 
i -f * •• t. of nitrogen when th -v ar,- in, 
full bloom. At this stage they also 
contain the largest per cent, of humus; 
hence to secure the largest benefit in 
plowing under a green growth, it should 
be done when the greater part of the 
plants are in full bloom.
